Mounljoy township is not ae bad as 
Cumberland township in the matter of 
vacant houees, as stated in thia week'i 
COMTIUUI, yet there are seven vacant 
houses at tbe present time in our town- 
ship. There are many causes for such a 
condition, two of the principle ones be- 
ing In my opinion aa follows: 


First the improved machinery with 


which farmers do the work on the farm 
make the real busy season short. It 
used to be the rule among farmero to 
thresh the grain in jwinter, now the 
steam threshing rig comes along and does 
it all up in a day or two. Corn harvest is 
cut short by busker and shredder and so 
all the way through farm work. 


Second tbe Inequalities of protection. 


Our farmers are unprotected, so are their 
laborers. You may put a high tariff on 
the products of the faim but that does 
not protect from drought aud unequal 
taxation and what is left to tbe farmer 
is wholly without the protection given 
to manufactured products. The manu- 
facturer is protected and our tenants go 
to the towns after that protected labor 
and I dare say get possibly a small por 
tion of It. 


A tenant in one of our farm bouses 


pays a rental of$2fi a year. He works 
all through the season on busy occasions,

Our laborers are leaving the country 


for the towns and empty houses stare at 
us in these days of trusts, combines and 
protection. 


I believe the day baa gone by when one 


will see one, sometimes two.or three ten- 
ant houses on the farm. They are be- 
ing torn away not to be rebuilt. It is 
possible we do not need these tenant 
houses on the farms, certainly not so 
many as formerly, with our improved 
machinery.

To the Editor of the COMPILER .-—In 


Tyrone township I know of thrso vacant 
farm houses within a mile and a li.ilf 
from Heidlersburg. I know of three va- 
cant houses In Builer township and one 
or more in Heading township. Iii all 
theee cases the land is being tilled ex- 
cept two, and when I last heard of these, 
much OH these two farms will remain 
uncultivated tills year. Some causes 
of these vacancies are unknown. Some 
are without tenants because last years 
tenants removed and owners were un- 
abie to get new ones and I understood 
that the owners of the two farms which 
remain largely uncultivated were unable 
to get any one to move in. 


Along with the scarcity of tenants is 


the scarcity of farm labor. In fact farm 
help is almost Impossible to get at times 
and the farmer must get along as best he 
can without it. Farm laborers have 
been attracted to the manufacturing 
towns, Vork, Carlisle, Waynesboro and 
other places where they receive much 
higher wages than can be made in the 
conn try. 


1 have known young men lo leave the 


country for the town and iu a year or 
two return and go back to farming and 
on the very same places they have left. 
They have found that they were no 
further ahead at the end of the year and 
had to labor harder in tbe town than 
tbe country for the living they got. 
I 


have lived in both town and country and 
believe many of our young people do not 
realize how well ofl they are in the 
country. If they go to town they have 
high rents and expensive fuel to pay 
for, they must lay down tbe money for 
every bite that Is eaten, clothing worn 
and all tbe other expenses of a town life 
and at the end of a year while they have 
had more money than the laborer in the 
country, yet it is all gone for the neces 
sarles for life. Their work has only 
given them a living The farm gives a 
more independent living. No rent to 
pay, fuel thrown in and plenty to eat. 
little to pay for except clothing. Farm 
laborers do not have tbe slavish, work of 
the man who works in a manufacturing 
establishment. The work on a farm is 
never so pressing but a day off can be 
taken. The young man in the country

GRAND ARMY'S NEXT COMMANDER 


General John C. Black, at Illinois Likely lo 


be the Man. 


For tbe position to be made vacant by 


tbe resignation of Thomas J. Stewart as 
cominander-in-chlef of tbe Grand Army 
of the Republic there Is but one promi- 
nent candidate left in the field. Thia IB 
General John C, Black, of Illinois, and 
at the coining national encampment 
which is to be held In California during 
the month of August it is almost a cer- 
tainty that Black will be tbe man De- 
lected. 


General Black's military career covers 


a period of >*our years and four months. 
He wns a student at Wabash College, 
Crawfordsville, Indiana, when the war 
broke out. He enlisted as a private 
April 14, 1881, in Company I, Eleventh 
Indiana Volunteer Infantry, and was 
soon after promoted to sergeant major. 


He was severely wounded at Pea Ridge 


in tbe right arm and bis left arm was 
disabled at Prairie Grove. His last bat- 
tle was tbe storming of Ulakeley Batter- 
ies In tbe Moble campaign April 6,1865, 
tbe day of Lee's surrender at Appomat- 
loz. He resigned In August, 1865. He 
has since filled several positions in civil 
life.

cou;ity gets a share of them or not. Sup- 
pose the asking for a road does involve 
red cape and the USB of political influence 
at home or abroad to get tha road, why 
need that deter efforts in that direction. 
We will only be in the same boat with 
lots of other people in other counties. 
The Highway Department may be nm 
as a political machine and Hit roads may 
be distributed as gifts where they will be 
nupfosed to do the most good. Demo- 
crats, however, cannot be corrupted and 
caught by any such sjphistry, (or it is 
the people's money which Is being Hpeut, 
in which they have as much right as any 
oeher section. 


It will undoubtedly Ui adiiiitted by 


every one that the greater portion of the 
road tax is simply wasted. Hundreds 
of dollarH are spent every year in work 
aud materials. The Hams old ditches on 
each side of the road are annually scooped 
out. the road ia u:iaped, ate. The road 
ia no better for tht? money and labor oue 
year than another. The money is spent 
and there has ticcn no permanent im- 
provement. 


It Is possible that when the highway 


department completes a road it would 
be ai>errnanent improvement. Why not 
thea try the experiment ? 
Let some 


supervisor make the move 'f 
He will be 


&bie, when the expense is shown him, to 
decide whether to go ahead or back out 
of it and to know whether the township 
portion ot the costs could be paid out of 
the regular taxes. If thin cannot be done 
be could obtain an expression of the 
people of the township whether the taxes 
should be increased to make the experi- 
ment If there should be great opposi- 
tion the matter could be dropped and 
the community would be the wiser, for 
they woald have a knowledge ot just 
what it is going to cost to build a road 
under ttie new law. 


In tbe1 consideration of this question 


comes the inquiry aa to what will be the 
course of the county counni.-wioiiera. 
Wili they approve and pay the portion of 
the cost that falla upon the county. We 


believe that they will comply with the 
law. They will recogrrz< that it is as 
much their duty to see that the advan- 
tages of the Good Honda law :s obtained 
for the county aa any otuer duty of their 
offic?. 
If there is a public sentiment in 


favor of the highways when the expense 
is known they will, as custodians of the 
people's'money, listen to the demands of 
the public. If it shall appear that our 
people approve oE tl'.e Stata appropria- 
tion, then that means they will approve 
of the county paying its one-sixth of the 
expenses to obtain the benefit of new 
roads. When that is ma'Je clear to the 
county officials we anticipate no trouble 
from them. 


The question however is, what will be 


the cost of these State highwajs, can the 
townships afford them and shall they as- 
sume the expense of them ? The ques- 
tion is one in which we travel in darkness 
until ir, can be known just exactly what 
expense there will be on the township to 
have a mile of road built under the new 
law and how that will affect the rate of 
taxes. If eorne supervisor will make the 
move he will deserve Hie gratitude of 
the paople of the county, as he will de- 
velop the facts for an intelligent discus- 
sion and consilerilion.

EXPENSE IS SMALL COMPARED WITH THE 


PLEASURE OF OWNING A PATCH 


A Successful Way to Raise Tomatoes For the 


Table And How to Can Them 


In Cold Water. 


[Written for the CO^IPII.KK.] 


Di'J you -ever eat anything quite us 


good as strawberries plotted off the vines 
in your back yard 't [t was just Dve 
ytara ago that the writer secured a num- 
ber of plants at a cost of fifty-five cants 
and planted them in a little plot, twelve 
by twelve feet, in a Gettysburg garden. 
There were three varieties, an early, a 
late and an in-between. A neighbor 
gave him several wheel-barrow loads o 
manure from his stable and aftersevera 
hour's work one evening the strawberrj 
patch was launched. 


Several of the plants blojsomed tha 


spring and there was a quarter two o 
strawberries to eat. 
Next year for ove 


four weeks there waa enough for suppe 
every other night and occxaionally fo 
breakfast. The following year tbevhie. 
bore Itttter and they are bearing still 
They bave lived past the alloted time o 
strawberry plants and the bed is now > 
tangled mass of vines. Anil this is al 
the outlay—flftj-Qve centa in cash fot I 
don't know how many quarts of berries 
fresh (iff the vines. My 1 how ttood they 
did taste and all they cost was tlftj-ilve 
cents and a total of sevan hours work in 
a back yard in Gettysburg. 


Tomatoes in Nail Kegs. 


And did you ever try raising tomatoes 


lu nail kegs V It may be a little late in 
the season but its worth trying any way 
Kail kegs can be secured at almost anj 
hardware store for a trifle. It don't havi 
to be a nail keg, although your friends 
may jolly you by saying that the nail fla 
vor will put iron into your constitution, 
Fill it partly with ground mixed with 
several shovels of rich manure, then 
plant your plant, or better two of them 
As the vine begins to bear it grows down 
the side of tha keg and when the toma- 
toes ripen they are kept off the ground 
and out of the mud and dirt. The nice 
thing about this plan U that you don't 
have to own a garden to raise tomatoes 
this way.

Of course this would not do 
to raise tomatoes on a large scale bnt its 
aguod way for the small family as a 
number in Gettysburg can testify.

Canning Tomatoes In Co it) Water. 


J. 15. McCombs, of Ilarford countvj 


Md., gives the following receipt on how 
to can tomatoes in cold water: "Wipe 
each tomato carefully and pack in per- 
fectly clean jars. When the jars are full 
stand each under tte cold water faucet 
and run the water in until the jar is full 
ai?d overflows. Lst the water run until 
every particle of air has been forced out; 
then, while the jars are still overflowing, 
• :rewoii the covers and stand upside 
down. See that covers are us tight as 
they can bo mado. I'ack the jars away, 
head down, in a box of sand in a cool, 
dark place." He says this way of can- 
ning tomatoes has been found mast satis- 
factory, besides being very cheap.

Lice on the Apple Leaves. 


Professor T. B. Simons, Assistant 


State Entomologist of Maryland, has pre- 
pared u bulletin which he is circulatin 
among fruit growers in Maryland, Bela 
ware and Pennsylvania on "The Mor 
Common Species of Plant Lice Tha 
Affect the Apple, with Suggestions fo 
Their Control." He says the apple lea 
aphis when newly bom is almost white 
but soon becomes of a pale, dull, green 
ish yellow color. Tbe mature agnmi 
females are generally without wings 
their bodies are oval form, about one 
eighth of an inch in length, of a pale 
yellowish color, often striped with deepe 
orange. Although a contact spray is 
primarily the only means of combatting 
plant lice, it is sometimes difficult to 
reach them, particularly in the case o 
those more or less protected by curlei 
leaf.

STATE HIGHWAYS IN COUNTY. 


Same ol Ihe Provisions of the Good Roads 


Law for the Construction of Highways. 


Down East—that id in Ihe Eastern 


couutiea of the state, tbe country people 
are talking about the mulsiuK of new 
roa'ls and ttir;iugiug to HOB how much of 
the half million, to he spent by the atate 
each year duiiug the next six years, can 
ba gotten under Ihe Good Roads Liw. 
They seem to be going on the plan of Ihe 
early bird anil if (he highway depart- 
ment, is not going to have nuy favorite 
sections, it will likely be lirsl. come, first 
served. The following are some of the 
provisions oC the bill. 


Whenever the County Commissioners 


shall ruuresens by petition to the said 
State Highway Department that any 
highway in any couniy ouiside of a bor- 
ough, is not in u satisfactory condition 
and ought to bn reconotructed, it will be 
the duty of tlio Department to act lu the 
premises. The County Commissioners 
upoa tlie pie.enlat.ian lo them ol" u, peti- 
tion from the suparvisora of any town- 
shlp or township:] lepresenting that any 
highway is in need of reconstruction, 
may uroceeJ with their petition to the 
State Highway Department. Or in case 
tha couuty eommiaaiouers Khali neglect 
or refuse lo act, upon the petitition of 
any township for such proposed im- 
provements, then the township may 
through their prosier ollicers petition the 
court of Quarter Sessions to appoint a 
jury to view tho proponed highway im- 
provements and If the siime is favorably 
recjmineiided by said jury, it shall be 
the duty of, and the Court may require, 
tho county commissionsrs lo petition the 
state highway department for the pio- 
poatttl improvements. 


When such petition has been filed, it 


is the duly of the state Highway Com- 
missioner to examine said highway or 
have it done and if in his judgment the 
representations are well founded, he 
shall piepare accurate plana and make 
careful estimates of the expanse of the

No section of 
any highway improved under this law 
ahull be less than one fourth of a mile in 
length nor shall the improved portion 
thereof be less than twelve feet in 
width. 


Any township can go this far and yet 


not be compelled to go on with Ihe im- 
provement, for it ij only after tho State 
Highway Commissioner has furnished 
plana and estimates of the expense is 
flnal action to be taken. The law pio- 
vidos that if the county commissioners 
and supervisors then decide that it is ad- 
visable to go on with the work, the 
State Highway Department may pro- 
ceed to carry out the improvement, lie- 
fore I hey proceed however written agree- 
ments will be required from the county 
commissioners and the supervisors as- 
suming their respective shares of the 
cost of the road. Townships mav bor- 
row money for this purpose. 


All work will be done by contract. 


Bids will be advertised for the construc- 
tion and building of the roads according 
to t>Uns of the Stale Highway Depart- 
ment anil all contracts will be made 
with the depurtment. Townships may 
bid and enter into contracts to construct 
road, 


A f t e r tlie construction comes the'pay- 


ment of UIH coat thereof. The slate will 
beiir two thirds of tlie total cost aud the 
county one sixth and township one aixih. 
It is ucjhsible for the county to agree to 
assume more than one sixth, that Is help 
to pny the sliaio of Ilia township Lut in 
no case shall any township pay Jess than 
live per centum of theeutiiu cost of such 
improvements.

important features of the Good Heads 
Bill. What township of Adams County 
is going to be first to see what it will ccst 
to build iii-oat under the Act.
